LAW. 

OFFICE  OF  THE  SOLICITOR. 

Law  Cases  in  District  1 — 

United  States  v.  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Co. :  On 
November  2,  1914,  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  at  San 
Francisco  handed  down  an  opinion  requiring  the  railway  company  to 
sign  a  stipulation  to  cross  the  Coeur  d’Alene  Forest  and  to  pay  dam¬ 
ages  for  timber  cut,  burned,  etc.,  in  the  aggregate  of  $68,489.  This 
opinion  affirms  the  opinion  rendered  by  the  District  Court  of  Idaho. 

United  States  v.  Homer  Hodges ;  Occupancy  trespass,  Deerlodge  Na¬ 
tional  Forest.  On  November  13,  1914,  the  district  court  for  Montana 
rendered  a  decision  in  favor  of  the  United  States  requiring  Hodges  to 
vacate  the  Pioneer  ranger  station.  The  station,  which  is  outside  of  the 
National  Forest,  was  withdrawn  in  1908  by  the  Interior  Department. 
Hodges  contended  that  the  withdrawal  was  invalid.  The  court,  how¬ 
ever,  held  otherwise. 

United  States  v.  Milwaukee  Lumber  Co. :  Timber  trespass,  St.  Joe 
National  Forest.  Injunction  proceedings  dismissed  and  bond  released 
by  the  United  States,  the  classification  of  the  land  involved  showing  it 
to  be  nonmineral  and  the  property  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Co. 

United  States  v.  W.  W.  Ferrell :  Occupancy  trespass,  St.  Joe  National 
Forest.  Temporary  injunction  issued  February  9,  1913.  On  N'ovember 
14,  1914,  case  dismissed  without  prejudice  by  the  United  States. 

United  States  v.  Great  Northern  Railway  Co.,  Winston  Bros.,  and 
C.  C.  Werdenhoff :  Fire  trespass,  Flathead  and  Lewis  and  Clark  Na¬ 
tional  Forests.  On  October  31  complaint  filed  in  Federal  court  at  Butte 
asking  for  $223,853.08  damages  for  fire  started  by  the  defendants  upon 
the  right  of  way  of  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Co.  within  the  Flat- 
head  and  Lewis  and  Clark  National  Forests  during  July,  1910. 

United  States  v.  Charley  Niel ;  Grazing  trespass,  criminal,  Beaver¬ 
head  National  Forest.  Violation  of  regulations.  On  October  24  Niel 
plead  guilty  to  the  information  filed  against  him  and  was  fined  $25 
and  additional  costs  of  $31.70.  Pine  and  costs  were  paid. 

United  States  v.  Glenn  Gould  :  Timber  trespass,  civil,  Jefferson  Na¬ 
tional  Forest.  Case  settled  upon  payment  of  $28.70,  value  of  timber 
cut. 

United  States  v.  Levi  A.  Shelton :  Timber  trespass,  civil,  Jefferson  ji 
National  Forest.  Case  settled  upon  payment  of  $13.69,  value  of 
timber  cut. 
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United  States  v.  Charles  Spieth :  Timber  trespass,  civil,  Jefferson 
National  Forest,  Case  settled  upon  payment  of  $13.10,  value  of 
timber  cut. 

United  States  v.  John  Carter  :  Timber  trespass,  civil,  Coeur  d'Alene 
National  Forest.  Case  settled  upon  payment  of  $106.52,  value  of 
timber  cut. 

Law  Cases  in  District  2 — 

United  States  v.  Frank  L.  Hudson  and  Tim  Barrett :  Grazing  tres¬ 
pass,  Washakie  National  Forest.  On  December  17,  1914,  consent 

judgment  was  entered  in  the  United  States  District  Court  for  the 
District  of  Wyoming  in  favor  of  the  Government  in  the  sum  of  $18.88 
compensatory  damages  and  $50  exemplary  damages  and  costs. 

United  States  v.  Frank  L.  Hudson  and  Felix  Wilson  :  Grazing  tres¬ 
pass,  Washakie  National  Forest.  On  December  17,  1914,  consent 

judgment  was  entered  in  the  United  States  District  Court  for  the  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Wyoming  in  favor  of  the  Government  in  the  sum  of  $4  com¬ 
pensatory  damages  and  $50  exemplary  damages  and  costs. 

United  States  v.  William  H.  McKinley :  Grazing  trespass,  Monte¬ 
zuma  National  Forest.  October  19,  1914,  an  order  was  secured  from 
the  United  States  District  Court  for  Colorado  to  take  default  judg¬ 
ment  against  the  defendant. 

United  States  v.  Joseph  H.  McNealey  ;  Grazing  trespass  (criminal). 
Medicine  Bow  National  Forest.  The  defendant  was  found  guilty  by  a 
jury  in  the  United  States  District  Court  for  the  District  of  Wyoming 
and  was  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  $100  and  costs. 

United  States  v.  J.  H.  McNealey:  Grazing  trespass.  Medicine  Bow 
National  Forest.  December  19  McNealey  deposited  with  the  United 
States  Attorney  $15  in  full  settlement  of  a  grazing  trespass  committed 
by  him  in  1913  on  the  Medicine  Bow  National  Forest. 

United  States  v.  Henrylyn  Irrigation  District  et  al. :  Occupancy 
trespass,  Pike  National  Forest.  September  30,  1914,  defendants’ 
motion  to  strike  certain  portions  of  the  Government’s  bill  was  granted 
by  the  court,  and  the  defendants  were  ordered  to  answer,  which  answer 
was  filed  December  11,  1914. 

United  States  v.  Alice  M.  Ennis :  Involving  title  to  lands  in  the 
Harney  National  Forest.  On  December  9,  1914,  Alice  M.  Ennis  and 
Charles  Ennis,  her  husband,  executed  and  delivered  to  the  United 
States  a  quitclaim  deed  to  80  acres  of  land  to  which  patent  had 
issued  by  mistake.  The  particular  land  in  question  had  been  recon¬ 
veyed  to  the  United  States  under  'the  lieu-selection  provision  of  the 
act  of  June  4,  1897,  and  lieu  lands  patented  to  the  claimant  in  lieu 
of  that  relinquished.  A  patent,  however,  issued  to  Alice  Ennis  for  the 
4nd  reconveyed  and  was  recorded  and  a  quitclaim  deed  was  secured 
•iilr  the  purpose  of  clearing  the  cloud  upon  the  Government’s  title 
thereto. 
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United  States  v.  Detroit  &  Mackinac  Railway  Co. :  Fire  trespass, 
Michigan  National  Forest.  On  November  30,  1914,  the  defendants  de¬ 
posited  with  the  clerk  of  the  court  $122.92  in  payment  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment's  claim  against  the  railroad  for  a  fire  caused  in  June,  1913,  by  ^ 
sparks  from  the  company’s  engine. 

United  States  v.  W.  O.  Dutton :  Grazing  trespass,  San  Juan  Na¬ 
tional  Forest.  Settled  by  payment  of  $8.82,  full  amount  of  damages 
claimed. 

United  States  v.  Fred  Miller,  Receiver  for  the  Laramie,  Hahns  Peak  & 
Pacific  Railroad  Co. :  Fire  trespass.  Medicine  Bow  National  Forest.  In 
November,  1914.  the  receiver  deposited  the  sum  of  $195  in  settlement 
of  this  case,  which  compromise  offer  had  been  previously  accepted  and 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

United  States  v.  M.  J.  Pearson  :  Timber  trespass,  Arapaho  National 
Forest.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  defendant  could  not  be  located  the 
suit  filed  in  this  case  in  1912  was  dismissed  upon  motion  of  the  United 
States  attorney  for  the  district  of  Colorado. 

Law  Cases  in  District  3 — 

In  the  grazing  trespass  case  against  F.  E.  Sanchez,  Lincoln,  the  de¬ 
fendant  was  fined  $50  and  costs  amounting  to  $23.70.  The  fine  and 
costs  were  paid. 

In  the  case  of  Cameron  v.  Bass  (Tusayan)  the  Superior  Court  of 
Coconino  County,  Ariz.,  held  in  effect  that  the  Interior  Department  has 
authority  to  annul  a  mining  location,  at  least  in  patent  proceedings. 
In  this  case  the  claimant  of  a  location  heretofore  adjudged  invalid 
by  the  Interior  Department  in  patent  proceedings,  is  attempting  to 
enjoin  a  special  use  permittee  from  erecting  improvements  on  the  area 
formerly  embraced  in  the  location,  and  at  the  request  of  this  depart¬ 
ment  the  United  States  attorney  is  defending  the  permittee. 

Law  Cases  in  District  4 — 

United  States  v.  Ecequiel  Saunegui :  Grazing  trespass  on  the  Poca¬ 
tello  National  Forest,  called  for  trial  in  the  United  States  court  at 
Pocatello,  Idaho,  October  15,  1914.  Defendant  failed  to  appear.  Bond 
in  the  sum  of  $250  ordered  forfeited. 

United  States  v.  Barnardeno  Oleachea,  found  guilty  in  United  States 
district  court  at  Pocatello,  Idaho,  on  October  15,  1914,  of  grazing 
trespass  on  the  Pocatello  National  Forest.  Fined  $50  and  costs,  which 
was  paid. 

United  States  v,  John  J.  Stocking :  Unlawful  fence  trespass.  Trial 
October  17,  1914,  in  United  States  district  court  at  Pocatello,  Idaho. 
Jury  disagreed. 

United  States  v.  Ralph  Call :  Grazing  trespass,  Boise  National  Forest 
Suit  filed  to  recover  actual  and  punitive  damages  for  trespass  on  art^»- 
reserved  for  water  supply. 
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^  United  States  v.  Pedro  Erro  :  Grazing  trespass  on  the  Ruby  National 
Poorest.  Actual  and  punitive  damages  paid  December  14,  1914. 

United  States  v.  L.  C.  Brinkerhoff :  Grazing  trespass,  Powell  National 
f  orest.  Actual  damages  paid. 

Law  Cases  in  District  5 — 

The  Pacific  Gas  & -Electric  Co.  settled  a  timber  trespass  on  the 
Eldorado  National  Forest  by  the  payment  of  $728.89.  This  was  full 
settlement  on  an  innocent  basis. 

The  California  White  Pine  Lumber  Co.  settled  a  timber  trespass  on 
the  Plumas  National  Forest  by  the  payment  of  $129.39. 

O.  H.  Wiemcke  settled  a  timber  trespass  on  the  Plumas  National 
Forest  by  the  payment  of  $200.79. 

Law  Case  in  District  6 — 

The  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Jas.  T.  Steen,  Involving  grazing 
trespass  on  the  Wallowa  National  Forest,  was  tried  in  the  United 
States  District  Court  for  Oregon  on  December  7,  resulting  in  a  verdict 
for  the  Government  of  $83.21  and  costs  $317.89.
